to  l»ilp|iot;rapliors,  says  not  hit)).' of  theso  adtlitiotial  poi-ms 
on  the  title  pane  or  in  a  preface,  and  even  omits  from  the 
list  of  eontetits  the  tith's  of  those  printed  in  vol.  1  as  .in 
.\ppeiiili\,  app.ireiitly  incaiise  the  title-sheet  was  allTaily 
priliteil  when  he  determined  to  add  the  .\ppendi\. 

For  poems  printed  in  Cowper's  lifetime  hut  not  incliuleil 
in  his  collect. 'd  poems  until  after  IMHt— vi/.  t  wo  translations 
of  Horace,  Olni'y  H\iiins.  Anti-Th>li/i>htlt'>i<i,  and  .a  few- 
other  poems  I  have  yone  l).ick  to  tlu'  first  editions,  never 
consciously  devialinii  from  their  reailinux  without  h  noie. 
and  altering  pimotiiation  anil  spellini,'  very  rarely.  Thi'fe 
is  no  other  authority  for  the  two  translations  of  Horace's 
Satires  and  .•l/i/i-77i-'!//j/i//ioyi(  than  the  first  edition:  hut 
there  were  many  editions  of  theOlney  Hymns  from  which 
to  choose,  and  I  chose  the  first  hec.ausi'  there  call  he  little 
doiiht  that  Cowper  saw  proofs  of  that  eiiition.  if  any  ;  and 
further,  somi-  of  the  few  alterations  in  later  editions  seem 
to  have  heeii  mrtde—iierhaps  liy  Newton— from  adoctriiial 
jviint  of  view,  and  thiTefore  do  not  concern  lis'. 

I  have  followeil  the  same  plan  in  dealing  with  the  poems 
first  printed  liy  Hull,  Hayley.  .lohnson.  Croft,  Sonthey, 
and  others  ;  hut  it  did  not  seem  nece.s.sary  to  record  every 
v.iriafioii,  whether  misprint  or  '  imjirovemeiit,'  due  to 
Hayky"s  iiisjitiahle  love  of  tinkering,  that  appears  in  the 
successive  editions  of  Hayley's  I.ij'f  ;  nor  every  reading 
silently  introduced  hy  Southey  or  later  editors,  apimreiitly 
without  authority  »nd  often  without    rea.son.     For  there

\  list  of  editions  consulted,  and  explanations  of  such 
abbreviations  as  do  not  explain  themselves,  are  given  on 
pp.  XX  xxiii. 

l'.i.. graphics  or  critical  appreciations  do  not  form  part  of 
the  plan  of  this  series  ;  nor  is  Cowper  one  of  the  neglected 
poets  whose  lives  have  still  to  be  written  and  their  position 
m  tlie  poetic  hierarchy  determined:  Southey,  Hruce, 
-Mr.  G.ddwin  Smith,  Canon  Beiiham,  and  Mr.  Wright 
supply  the  necessjiry  facts  and  critical  estimates.  Hut  as 
students  have  found  useful  the  chronological  summary 
of  Wordsworth's  life  printed  in  Mr.  Hutchinson's  Oxford 
U  ordsworth,  I  hope  that  the  similar  summary  of  Cowper'.s 
life  printed  on  pp.  xxiv-xxx  may  be  convenient  for  re- 
ference.

Besides, 
tho  rea,sons  which  render  it  improper  and  un.seemly  for 
a  man  to  celehrate  his  own  performances,  or  those  of  his 
nearest  relatives,  will  have  some  inHueiice  in  suppressing 
much  of  what  he  might  otherwise  wish  to  any  in  favour  of 
nfiii'iuh  when  that  friend  is  indeed  an  niter  uli-in,  and 
excites  alm<  )st  the  s;ime  emotions  of  sen.sibility  and  iiti'ecti«  .n 
as  he  feels  for  himself. 

It  is  very  pndiahle  these  Poems  may  come  into  tho 
hands  of  some  persons,  in  whom  the  sight  of  the  Author's 
name  will  awaken  a  recollection  of  incidents  ami  scenes 
which,  through  length  of  time,  they  h.id  almost  forgotten.

absolutely  neces.sary  to  protluco  a  conduct  worthy  of  a 
rational  creature,  distinguished  by  a  vastness  of  capacity, 
which  no  jiKsemblage  of  earthly  good  can  s.itisfy,  and  by 
a  principle  and  pro-intimation  of  imiiiorudity. 

At  a  time  w  hen  hy|H>thesis  and  conjecturo  in  phihjsophy 
are  so  justly  exphnled,  and  little  is  considered  as  deserving 
tho  name  of  knowledge,  which  will  not  sUmd  tho  test  of 
exjiuriiiiunt,  the  very  uso  of  the  term  exjM-riin.ntiU,  in 
religious  concernments,  is  by  too  many  unhappily  rejectetl 
with  di.sgust.  lUit  we  well  know,  that  they  who  all'ect  to 
do.spiso  the  inwanl  feelings  which  religious  persons  speak 
of,  and  to  treat  them  as  enthusiasm  and  folly,  have  inward 
feelings  of  their  own,  which,  though  they  would,  they 
cannot  suppress.  We  have  l>een  too  long  in  the  secret 
ourselves  to  account  the  proud,  the  ambitiou.s,  or  the 
voluptuous,  happy.  NVe  must  lose  the  remembnuico  of 
what  we  once  wore,  before  we  can  lielieve,  that  a  man 
is  satisfied  with  himself,  merely  iR'causo  he  endeavours 
to  appear  so.  A  smile  upon  the  face  is  often  but  a  mask 
worn  occasionally  and  in  company,  to  prevent,  if  jHjssible, 
a  suspicion  of  what  at  tho  same  time  is  pa.s.siiig  in  the 
heart.  We  kiu)W  that  there  are  people,  who  .seldom  smile 
when  they  are  alone,  who  then-fore  are  glad  to  hide  them- 
selves in  a  throng  from  the  violence  of  their  own  reflec- 
tions; and  who,  while  by  their  looks  and  their  language 
they  wish  to  persuade  us  they  are  iiappy,  would  be  giad 
to  change  their  cunditiuua  with  a  dog.
